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On the 24th September one of the most impudent robberies 


hitherto perpetrated in Yokohama was attempted at the mili- 
tary store. The following account has been compiled from 
various unofficial sources, Senior Controller Buchanan “ not 
being prepared to give any information on the subject.’ The 
foreman of the store, named Lyne, was entrusted each morn- 
ing with the keys of the stores to use during the morning, and 
retura them when done with to the proper officer. This he did 
as usual on the 23rd; but on the assistant foreman taking 
down the keys next morning he found the shutters unfastened, 
the doors unlocked, and a number of bales of clothing gone from 
the racks. Prompt investigation led to the discovery that the 
delinquent foreman had been employing coolies and carts during 
the previous afternoon to take away bales of clothing, and other 
articles from the store, for shipment in the American mail steamer 
for disposal elsewhere. Notice of the robbery was sent to Mr. 
Consul Robertson and the Saibansho, and subsequently fifty-seven 
bales and packages were found at the Hatoba ready for shipment. 
Lyne appears to have gone off in the steamer, leaving his wife 
and family behind him. A warrant has been issued for his 
apprehension, should he not have escaped, and stock is now being 
taken at the store, with tho view of ascertaining the extent of 
his booty. 

A few days since gn occurrence took place in a quarter of 
Osaka called Nambu and Nagamatch, being as follows :—Two 
gamblers, one named Nambu, and the other Fukumatz, were on 
terms of intimacy and in the habit of frequenting each other’g 
house. Fukumatz was a married man and had one child ; Nambu 
was a single man. It appears that one day while Fukumatsz and 
his wife were out, that Nambu made a visit to their house, and 
finding nobody at home, was tempted to steal some wearing apparel 
and money. Upon the return of Fukumatz the robbery was dis- 
covered. Search was instantly made for the stolen goods, Lut it was 
not until two days after that the things were found, and Nambu was 
traced out to be the thief, whereupon Fukumatz determined to 
have revenge upon Nambu by taking his life. Accordingly, he 
informed his wife of his determination, and stated that he sup- 
posed when caught he would be beheaded. He then ordered his 
wife-to take the child and wait for him ata certain bridge, after 
which he took a sword, and, meeting his wife and child upon the 
bridge, instantly murdered them and threw their bodies into the 
river. Ile then rushed frantically to Nambu’s house, and, meet- 
ing:him on the threshold, took off his head with one sweep of his 
sword. He was instantly arrested and tricd, but, having before 
been considered a quict and inoffensive man, the sentence of 
death, which he fully expected, was commuted, and he now lies 
in prison under sentence to serve in the docks, but for what time 
it is not yet decided. 

TYPHOON AT YOKOHAMA AND YEDO. 

On Oct. 2 the annual typhoon made its appearance, heralded in 
the morning by a copper coloured sky, a rapidly falling barometer, 
a hot angry wind from the south, and a high sea. <A strong gale 
blew at about eight o’clock, and increased in intensity, accom- 

anied by torrents of rain, till nearly two o’clock, when it abated. 

hattered tiles, broken plaster, flooded rooms throughout the 
foreign settlement, three ruined huts at the camp, and a 
blown-away “ tooth-pick ” erection on the hill, attest its 
force; but providentially only one instance of loss of life 
has to be recorded—a Japanese crushed beneath the ruins 
of his house. The gale, besides death, brought peeling in 
its breath, as was exemplified at the hospital, where a first- 
class rheumatic cripple, with affected knees,j was so excited at 
the loss of his first-class dinner through the blowing down of the 
kitchen chimney, that he rose up in wrath, seemingly recovered, 
and hurried down to the settlement in quest of a first-class 
* feed.’? The U.S. Consul’s flagstaff came crashing down during 
the gale, and the Dutch Minister’s followed suit, luckily without 
injury to life or limb. The exceptionally high waves which 
washed the wall of the Bund toppled over stone after stone of 
the coping, and the damage done to tho French Hatoba in the 
storm of Aug. 20, and never repaired, was so intensified as to 
render it almost useless. 

At the English Hatoba many large boulders were carried sheer 
over from one side to the other. Fortunately the ship jing in the 
harbour escaped with comparatively little damage.—The captain 
of the No. 9 lighter states that coming across the Pacific he sighted 
the typhoon miles aheadjof him, and came in behind it. The 
Costa Rica would probably be exposed to the full force of the 
blast. The Atalante and the Gaucho collided, the latter being 
but little damaged ; the former lost foremast, bowsprit, jibboom, 
damaged her funnel and seriously injured her upper works. The 
powder hulk Eimilie was driven ashore about eleven o’clock broad- 
side on, between Kanagawa and Kawasaki, and now lies high 
and dry there. Between the squalls the seas could be descried 
sweeping her fore and aft. The Japanesc steamer Bahama also 
got ashore on the beach about eight miles distant on the; other 
side of Kawasaki. The Arabie drove down on the English mail 
boat, even although every link of chain on board the latter was 
payed out to avoid the collision ; no serious damage was however 

one to either. Tho Stag commenced dragging in the early part 
of the day, and came down athwart the Ufago’s bows, losing her 
maintopmast, fore topgallant mast-head, and works and stan- 
chions on the starboard quarter. The Oty) lost bowsprit, figure- 
head, and about ten feet of covering planking on the port side of 
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the forecastle. The Fubius dragged down on the hulk Acorn, 
doing little injury ; the Abbey Bacon lost bowsprit and jibboom 
in a collision with the Andreas. Along the Creek the damage done 
was great. 

The damage caused by the typhoon at Yedo has been very great, 
and over thirty people have been drowned, and others crushed 
beneath the houses that were blown down. Six junks of the 
largest size, together with thirteen smaller ones, and a steamer 
owned by a Japanese company at Yedo, which were anchored in 
the river near to the Yeitai Bridge, parted their cables and drove 
onto the bridge, and are all now completely wrecked. The bridge 
is broken in half, and it will take along time to repair it, it being 
one of the largest in Yedo. At a place named Nerima Mura, about 
two and a-half ri from Yedo,a large meteorite fell. It is com- 
puted to be 300 to 400 lbs. in weight ; it fell on Saturday night. 
A small island, called Itsushima, about half a mile in circum- 
ference, near to the coast at Yedo, has been swept away and sub- 
merged beneath the sea. 

The storm raged also at Meyanoshta and Hakone, imprisoning 
the visitors at the tea house,and rendering the roads impassable. 
There are are twenty-two foreigners there just now, as woll as 
numbers of well-to-do Japanese. Unfortunately numerous lives 
were lost upon the coast, several junks, with their crews, it is said, 
foundering in the gale. 











CHINA, 
—~o— 
TIENTSIN, 

A correspondent, writing under date Oct. 4th, says :—Fresh 
feelings of joy and renewed hopes that the foreigner is speedily 
to be annihilated have been awakened in the minds of the natives 
here by the arrival of the news from Kiu-kiang. They believe 
that not only has a great deal of property been destroyed, but 
that the special objects of their hatred have been put to death at 
Wu-ching in like manner as they were by themselves here. The 
more boisterous and bloodthirsty among the people are impatient 
with the high officials. Ting, Tseng-kwo-Fan, and Chung-How 
are ridiculed in a varicty of forms ; short songs are placarded on 
the walls, and opprobrious epithets are bandied about in unlimited 
numbers. They are called Sun-tsz—grandsons, meaning that 
they are as much afraid of the English and French, and stand as 
much in awe of them, ay a grandson does of his grandfather. 
Accordingly, the Euglish and French are called “ Ying-tsu-tsung” 
and “ Fa-tsu-tsug,” our English and French ancestors. Prince 
Kung—who, as you know, is the sixth Prince, is also dignifiel 
with the name of Kuei-tsz-Liwrh, which being freely rendered is, 
Mr. Six (the friend of the) foreign devils. 

We hear that like preparations for war arc being made in Pe- 
king to those we mentioned in our last as being in progress hero. 
Nothing but war is talked of in the capital; even the apathy of 
the foreign Ministerial mind has given place to serious apprehen- 
sion and the gravest fears, that‘noching can save the country 
from such a calamity. Similar proclamations to the one sent last 
week have been issued in most of the towns between the Imperial 
city aud Tientsin, ordering the crops to be cut down and harvested 
within ten days. The ground is being laid out for a huge 
encampment at Pali-Chan, near Tung-Chau. A gentleman 
passing through Yang-tsun found it full of Paou-ting-foo 
soldiers, and upon inquiry he learned that they were 
under the leadership of Chung-kwo-Shwai. The streets 
of Peking itself are full of soldiers, and drill is daily gono 
through outside the walls. It is exquisitely amusing to read the 
account of the way in which some of these exercises are performed, 
The old wooden guns have been taken out of their store rooms and 
carefully washed ; being thus ready for practice or for fight they 
are used in daily drill. In working they require two men after 
the weapon is leaded ; one of whom crawls to the front and places 
himself zz extenso as a rest for the gun, the second man keeps puff- 
ing at the match till he gets the “deadly ” piece to send its fatal 
missite towards a target, which it never hits. Tho men hold on 
by straps, as the recoil is fearful ; these straps serving the double 
purpose of keeping the instrument within their reach, and aiding 
them to pick themselves up from their horizontal position. A 
squad of fifteen, managing seven of these guns, have five men extra 
attached with “ fowling pieces,” forming a most dangerous and in- 
vincible force. ; 


NEWOHWANG. 

A correspondent, writing under date Oct. 4th, says :—The 
English residents at this port had asked our Consul to represent 
to our Minister at Peking the unprotected state we would be jn 
during the approaching winter if no naval or military force was 
sent here. In answer to a despatch of our Consul, forwarding 
the request of the English community, Mr. Wade states that he 
has written to the Admiral, and asked him to send a gun-boat and 
ten marines for our protection during the winter. This will give 
us @ force of some fifty men. It will be a great source of comfort 
to those who must remain here for the four and a-half 
months that we are shut out from the world by ice. Thero are, 
however, a considerable number going south for the winter, in 
spite of the promised protection. Mr. Wade also authorises Mr, 
Acting Consul King to issue arms to those members of the com- 
munity on whose discretion he can rely, and recommends that the 
community should as speedily as possible acquire proficiency in 
the use of the rifle, and practice shooting at a mark.

He was recalled 
Eom Singapore to fill the post of secretary to his Majesty 
the Wang Hluang, during the absence of Phya Rachanakit in 
the priesthood, and has since then been constantly in the Govern- 
ment service. In his department Nai Nate is much of a gentle- 
man ; he speaks the English language fluently ; in fact, we have 
not met with a Siamese who speaks it so well. From the ex- 
perience he has had as Vice-Consul in Singapore, and his inter- 
course with foreigners there and in this port, it may reasonably 
be expected that the new Governor of Paknam, in his dealings 
with foreigners, will perform his duties with honour to himself 
and to the satisfaction of all with whom he comes in contact.

The extortion and ill-treatment to which Mahomedan pilgrims 
are subjected in Singapore have been again exposed by Mr. W. 
H. Read, the Netherlands Consul, who has for many years endea- 

voured to draw the attention of the Netherlands Governyent to 
the subject. Mr. Read states that the Hadjees are constantly 
robbed andj beaten; but the-abject dread these poor ignorant 
people stand in of the people who impose themselves upon 
them as “Kazees” or priests prevents them carrying their 
complaints to the proper tribunals. The sums sapped to be 
derived from thesc victims of rapacity have been estimated at 
$8,000 to $i0,000 a-year—one man alone having cleared, two 
years consecutively, from $4,000 to $6,000. The Straits Times 
considers these statements exaggerated, but no doubt much good 
might be effected by a proper regulation and supervision of tho 
pilgrims’ lodging-houses,—even to the extent of taking charge of 
the pilgrims’ money, and merely paying their board out of it until 
a obtain passage away from the port.

TEA. 
YokouaMa.—The receipt of very unfavourable advices from New 
York per steamer China on the 26th Sept. had caused almost a stagna- 
ion in this market, and settlements did not exceed 500 piculs; in the 
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absence of any business of importance, quotations wero unchanged, but 
must be considered quite nominal. Native dealers were disinclined to 
make sufficient concessions to induce buyers to operate, and business 
therefore may be said to be at a standstill. Arrivals had been fully on 
the avcrage, and stocks were considerably increased. The export had 
been heavy, viz., per Comet, to San Francisco, 62,527 lbs. ; per Great Re- 
public, to San Francisco, 282,832 Ibs., to New York, 49,130 lbs.; per 
Laju and Black Prince, to New York, 667,543 lbs. and 711,036 Ibs. re- 
spectively, bringing the export to date up to 4,293,741 lbs. The Min 
wus loading for New York. Quotations: Common, $23 to 26 per 

icul; good common, $28 to 32; medium, $34 to 36; good medium, 
$38 to 40; fine, $41 to 45; finest, $46 to 49; choice, $50 per picul 
and upwards. 

Suaneuar.—Black: Purchases showed no falling off, and their ag- 
gregate, since the departure of the last mail, was again large. Flavoury 
Teas had been settled at fully previous prices, and commonest descrip- 
tions at perhaps a shade lower rates. There had again been many 
barter transactions. The stock was somewhat lessened. Settlements 
for the fortnight, 37,000 chests; Re-shipments on owners’ account, 7,100 
chests; Stock, 195 chops, or ‘61,298 packages. Quotations (duty paid, 
exchange for credits, six months’ sight, at 5s. 113d. per tael, and freight 
at £2 per ton) :—Hohow, low to medium to good, T's. 13 to 203, equal 
to Y4d. to 1s. 24d.; Oonam, common to fair, Tls. 16 to 19, equal to 
11d. to 1s. Id.; Niugchow, common to fair, Tls. 17 to 20}, equal to 
113d. to 18. 2}d.; Oopack, common to fair, Tls. 17; to 21, equal to ls. 
to 1s. 23d. Green: Settlements since the departure of the mail of Sept. 
22 had amounted to 42,000 half-chests, chiefly for the American market. 
Prices had declined 1 to 2 taels for fair to good medium chops, of which 
the supply on offer had principally consisted, and at this reduction the 
Chinese were willing sellers, Fine and finest Teas on the other hand 
continued scarce, and maintained their previous value. Settlements for 
the fortnight, 42,400 half-chests ; Re-shipments on owners’ account, 
2,600 half-chests ; Stock, 131 chops, or 64,400 packages, of Fychow, 
Moyune, and Teenkai Teas; Stock, 22 chops, or 10,600 packages, of 
Pingsuey and Shanghai-packed Teas. 

Hankow.—We take the following from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer 
and Co.’s Tea Report: The bulk of the purchases made during the 
period under review is again upon Russian account. Settlements are 
most of common Oopack kinds at Ts. 134 to 144, and show little or no 
change in values. There has been a falling off in supplies the last few 
days, and the quantity shipped from this shows a considerable decrease 
as compared with the corresponding period last year. The total export 
no longer shows the increase noticed in our two last Circulara, and is 
now about 45 millions, or the same as last year. Teamen seem unable 
to give any reliable information as to the quantity still to come forward, 
some say there is not much more and others that the supply will exceed 
that of last year, when fifty millions were shipped. There is no doubt 
there js a good deal more Tea up country, and if Shanghai rates show 
any chance of a profit it will be sent down. There is nochange in quo- 
tations, Good, clean, leafy Teas are worth from Tis. 134 to 143. Some 
very common Oanfas have sold at Tis. 12} to 123, and a few Shuntam 
packed Teas at Tls. 11.40 to 113. 

Foocnow.—A large business had again been done in Congou and 
Souchong for England and Australia. Purchases for America had been 
confined to a few Souchongs, no further operations having tuken place in 
Oolongs. The settlements for the weck of Congou and Souchong were 
19,077 chests. The arrivals from the country had been unusually heavy, 
viz., 23,]20 chests, and 7,741] half-chests of Ovlong. Congou: In con- 
sequence of the heavy settlements for the last mail, an attempt was made 
by the teamen to obtain a slight advance in price. This was partially 
successful, but business being curtailed, they soon gave way, and the 
later purchases had been made at the rates last quoted. Since the re- 
ceipt of the London mail the market had been dull, and business on a 
smaller scale. Souchong: Without change in prices, but teamen showed 
more inclination to sell. Oolong: No further transactions had taken 
place. Much lower rates would be necessary to induce general business, 
but the teamen appeared firm in demanding previous prices. Scented 
Teas had been bought to a small extent at—common to fair, Tls. 16 to 
17; medium, Tls. 18 to 20. The season for the scenting flowers draw- 
ing to a close, and the consequent rise in their cost, caused the teamen 
to be firm in asking higher prices than buyers were willing to give. 
Flowery Pekoe: Settlements had been 315 chests at Tls. 20 to 44. 

Amoy.—Congou: Settlements had been on a limited scale, and 
during the fortnight only 1,100 half-chests found buyers at $13 to 19. 
Oolong: A brisk demand for America had resulted in the settlement of 
18,500 packages. Prices may be quoted about $1 higher all round— 
viz.: Common to fair, $17 to 24; good, $25 to 27; superior to fine, 
$28 to 32; and finest, $33 to 37. 

CaNnTON.—A fair amount of business had been transacted in Scented 
Teas, at prices which showed no alteration on last quotations. Offers 
about equal to latest London quotations were reported to have been 
made for some of the Country Congous in stock, but holders seemed 
disinclined to commence business except at much higher prices, Canton 
settlements from September 24th to October 13th: Country Congous, 
Nil; Scented Orange Pckoe, 3,500 boxes, at Tls. 18 to 30; Scented 
Caper, 11,000 boxes, at Tis. 114 to 26; Canton Greens: Gunpowder, 
1,500 boxes, at Tle. 12 to 22; Young Hyson, Nil; Country Greens, 
no stock. Stocks were estimated at 11 chops or 5,284 chests Country 
Congous ; 1,000 boxes Canton District Congous ; 16,000 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe ; 18,000 boxes Scented Caper ; 15,000 boxes Gunpowder ; 
2,000 boxes Imperial ; 3,000 boxes Young Hyson. 

SILK, 

YoxkouaMA.—There had been nvthing done since our last report. 
Dealers were still firm; holders showed no willingness to meet buyers. 
Arrivals continued to be very small, and the unsold stock was only 
about 2,200 bales. Silkworm Eggs: Total arrivals to date were about 
1,403,000 cards, of which about 400,000 had been settled; prices were 
quoted slightly easier. 

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.'s 
Circular:—In spite of the very unsatisfactory advices of the home 
market, buying commenced immediately after the departure of the las 
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English mail, when some 700 to 800 bales were settled at our last quo- 
tations, or, say fully 1s. under what they can now be bought at. The 
arrival of the French mail with later telegrams on the 4th inst. seems 
to have given a fresh impetus to buyers, who have since puid this ad- 
vance on about 1,300 bales, making total settlements for fortnight, 
2,100 bales; deulers report prices advancing in the interior, so that 
supplies come forward very moderately; this, combined with their now 
reduced stock, has made holders very firm, and we quote prices fully 
Tis. 20 higher. The following are a few of the purchases :— Dragon 
chop, Tls, 580, equal to 30s. ; Koo-fong-sings and Choopings, Tis. 585 
to 506, equal to 30s. 3d. to 30s. 7d.; Blue Flag and Gold Lion, Tis. 

510, equal to 
26s. Gd.; Red Peacocks, Tls. 500 to 510, equal to 268. to 26s. 6d. ; 
Common Tsatlee, Tls. 440 to 460, equal to 22s. 11d. te 238. 1ld.; Re- 
reeled Hainin, Tls. 540 to 570, equal to 288. to 29s. 6d. ; Commoa 
Kahing, Tis. 370 to 400, equal to 193. 4d. to 20s. 11d.; Long Reels, 
Ts. 375, equal to 198. 6d. A large portion of the settlements consists 
of common Tsatlee and Kahing, the quality of chop Silk and Red Pea- 
cocks is much deteriorated, in some instances being fully one number 
worse than at the commencement of the season. The French mail left 
on the 4th October without any silk. 

CanTon.—Since the last report was issued, holders of silk in this 
market bad shown considerable anxiety to dispose of their stocks, and 
during the early part of the period under review from 300 to 400 bales 
T’satlee reels were sold to Indian buyers. For Europe purchases were 
subsequently made at $440 for market T'satlee, and at $450 to 47C for 
better qualities. Under these circumstances, prices had advanced, as 
will be seen from the quotations. A good business had been doing for 
America. Stocks were estimated at 100 bales Loongkongs, 600 bales

THE FATSHAN DIFFICULTY SETTLED. 

In these days when the acts of Her Maszsry’s represen- 
tatives in China have not been uniformly such as to inspire 
our countrymen with the highest sense of the security to which 
they are entitled, or of the zeal with which their interests 
are watched, it is most gratifying to observe the success 
which has attended the efforts of Mr. Consul Rosertson to 
obtain compensation for the wanton destruction of the chapel 
at Fatshan. As the building was the exclusive property of 
the native converts, the task which Mr. Rospertson under- 
took was one requiring more than ordinary delicacy and tact. 
It was one, indeed, in which grave doubts might well arise, as 
to whether he would have been justified in dealing with it at 
all in his purely official capacity. Yet, notwithstanding the 
difficulties with which it was surrounded, and the prejudice 
excited against foreigners and missionaries by the apparent 
apathy of our Government in the affair at Tientsin, Mr. Ro- 
BERTSON has succeeded in quietly obtaining a tangible re- 
paration for an injury which was only done to us by im- 
plication. The chapel is to be rebuilt, the destroyed fur- 
niture to be replaced, and some additional compensa- 
tion bas also been awarded. Such a result, due entirely 
to Mr. RoBErtson’s earnestness and tact, cannot but inspire 
the highest respect for that gentleman’s opinion of our pre- 
sent relations with the Chinese in his province. It is, there- 
foro, reassuring to learn that he believes no overt act of hos- 
tility against foreigners is contemplated in Canton. It is 
impossible to doubt the wisdom of his advice to our coun- 
trymen to beware of tempting further outbreaks by any un- 
reasonable show of apprehension. Mr. Roserston’s active 
association with all classes of the community stamps his 
judgment with all the value of experience and authority ; 
and the happy issue of what might have proved a serious 
complication shows how well he understands the nature of 
the people with whom he has to deal. 




















Axona the subjects brought before the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce, at a meeting held in Bradford last week, 
was the completion of the survey of the short route from Ran- 
goon to Kiang Hung, on the border of Western China. At 
the general meeting of the Associated Chambers, held in 
London in February last, it was decided to memorialise the 
Indian Government for the completion of the survey, and 
the course suggested was subsequently followed, but up to 
the present time no reply has been received from the Duke 
of ARGYLL, to whom the memorial was presented. 





We are glad to hear that the Japanese Government are 
likely to open the island of Yesso to foreign trade.

THE EXPULSION OF THE GERMANS FROM 
SAIGON. 

Tue French Governor's order compelling all Germans to 
quit Saigon is something more than a proof of the wide- 
spread ramifications of cruelty and suffering inseparable from 
war, and the base and petty passions it calls forth even in 
the most civilised communities ; it isa forcible illustration 
of the slenderness of the line that separates an appeal to 
arms from the infliction of unscrupulous and gratuitous 
injury. There is something grimly ludicrous in the mean- 
ness of this proceeding ; it is the very anti-climax of the 
“pride, pomp and circumstance” of the rout at Se- 
dan and the capitulation at Metz, That a country 
whose vast armies so lately surrendered en masse before 
their victorious opponents in Europe should stoop to revenge 
or console itself, it matters not which, by the extrusion of a 
handful of peaceable citizens from a little dependency in 
Cochin China is a satire on modern civilisation, which would 
be inconceivable if it were not proved by the telegram pub- 
lished in our last. There cannot be the slightest cause for 
such a proceeding other than the gratification of impotent 
spite. There is not the faintest shadow of suspicion that the 
German merchants of Saigon contemplated any action to the 
prejudice of the security of their temporary home, which, 
only nine years ago, the French wrested from the Aunamites. 
It is impossible to disguise the fact that the expulsion of 
these few unoffending aud valuable citizens is the consequence, 


not of the war of France against Germany, but of the defeats 
of the French at home; if it had been otherwise, the order 
to quit French territory would have been simultaneous with 


the French declaration of war. Deferred as it has been till 


the present moment, such an order appears as suicidal as it 
is unworthy. It amounts toa positive invitation to the Ger- 
mans to include in their scheme of French annexation a 
remote and valuable little colony which they would in all 
probability 
an excuse, 


have otherwise overlooked. It even supplies 
which we sincerely hope the Germans will 
not avail themselves of, for the reduction of Saigon 
Situated, as it is, but thirty miles from the 


one dependency of France in the Far East ; and it is scarcely 


likely that the natives, however they may have become ro- 
conciled to the loss of their territory, would be greatly con- 


cerned at its recapture from a Power which shows them that 
it dues not know how to make war with forbearance. While, 
however, we cannot but deprecate the present order of the 
Governor of Saigon, it would be unreasonable to suppose, 
without further evidence, that he is in any way responsible 
for it. There was nothing in Admiral Dz ComnuLizR- 
Luorniere’s conduct on the breaking out of the war to 
warrant any such supposition ; on the contrary, his procla- 
mation on that occasion was marked by a high-minded and 
even generous sense of the protection demanded of him by all 
classes of the community alike, which could not fail of being 
appreciated. It is, no doubt, to his frenzied and fanatic Go- 
vernment at home that his present action is due ; and, sin- 
cerely as we deplore its occurrence, we hope that, when the 
time of peace arrives, the Germans who are now suffering 
from it will consent to bury the recollection of its hardship 
in the catalogue of acts of oppression which not even war can 
xcuse, and which calm reflection will be sure to condemn. It 
is already announced that a memorial to Count Bismark, 
calling his attention to Saigon, is in progress of signature 
by the merchants of Hamburg and Bremen. The object is 
not to obtain a colony, but a permanent naval station, the 
want of which in those waters is much felt. 





We learn by this mail that Mr. MoLzavy Brown, who, it 
will be remembered, accompanied the Chinese Commissioners, 
first as interpreter, and afterwards as Mr. BULINGAME’S sUC- 
cessor, has arrived at Hong Kong, the Mission having at 
length come toanend. Mr. Brown, we understand, resumes 


his post in the Embassy at Peking.

DR. THIN’S PAMPHLET. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1n,—In your issue of the 4th instant you furnished a re- 
view of Dr. Thin’s pamphlet, intituled Tne Tientsin Massacre ; 
tts Causes, and How to Secure Permanent Peace.’ While I 
agree with the reviewer, that Dr. Thin proves beyond doubt that 
the mandarins are directly guilty of encouraging the lower na- 
tives to commit attacks on foreigners, I can by no means assent 
to a recommendation of the author's measures for securing per- 
manent peace. Why may I not assent to it? Simply because 
his scheme is impracticable, and opposed to circumstances. ‘¢ The 
responsibility ’’ (of keeping foreigners safe in China) “must not 
be to the Emperor at Peking,” says Dr. Thin, ‘‘but to the nearest 
foreign Consul ;” that official in his turn having to hold the 
mandarin of the district in which the trouble occurs responsible 
for what has occurred. The language of this passage, as I have 
guctee it, is somewhat ambiguous, but this I take to be the au- 
thor’s meaning. In other words, the case stands thus. The late 
Sir Frederick Bruce suggested, and the representatives of all 
the foreign Powers in China fellin with the suggestion, that we 
should do our utmost to centralise the Government and make 
offending Viceroys directly amenable to the Court at Peking. As 
matters now stand in China this scheme has its drawbacks ; it 
involves time, and it requires at the head of affairs a Minister 
ready to act promptly on information obtained. Still, these 
drawbacks are not calculated to prove insurmountable impedi- 
ments to the carrying out of the scheme, this having been shown 
at Nanking, when the Yangchow-Taylor affair occurred, and we 
obtained after a little delay nearly all we sought. As to this 
Tientsin matter, delay was no impediment, our Minister being on 
the spot. To carry out his idea, however. Dr. Thin would ignore 
the Emperor, would ignore even our Minister, and would leave to 
a Consul the sole right of making war on a Viceroy whenever he 
may think it necessary. A Harry Parkes, a Chaloner, Alabaster, 
or a John Markhann (truc sons of Britain, with a strong and con- 
stant desire to resent a saucy word with a blow) is in future to 
be the arbiter of peace or war! and his weapons, what? Hy- 
brids. oats built in China, manned with Chinese, paid by 
the Chinese Government, and commanded by Europeaus—/fac- 
simides, in short, of the Chento, Crdine, and others of the little 
squadron at present under the inspection of Mr. Consul Robert- 
son at Canton, though paid for and supposed to be “ the Viceroy’s 
own.” Why, to meet even such boats as these we should re- 
quire a huge number at each port, where they are to be 
solely under the orders of the several Consuls—not British alone, 
but the Consuls of all nations having treatics with China! The 
thing is absurd on its face—it is as a man paying a policeman to 
look after him. Why the Lay-Osborne vampires, while repu- 
diating the Viceroys, were at all events willing to take orders 
from the Tsen-le-Yamen—not so the “Thin” peace-keepers— 
they are to know none but foreign Consuls! No, Sir, Dr. Thin is 
a little out of his depth in the political part of his pamphlet, and 
if we would secure permanent peace we must not attempt to alter 
the plan proposed by Sir Frederick Bruce, viz., of making pro- 
vincial officials responsible at head- quarters. 

No doubt but Dr. Thin is right in saying that, in some cases, 
the Emperor is not powerful enough to enforce his wishes ; but 
this admitted, what follows? Why, that in cases where he is 
not powerful,enough we must lend him a hand; in brief, let 
us show the native aristocracy that we are aware of their in- 
triguing desire to oust the present dynasty, but as we have always 
found the Manchus far more honourable in their dealings than 
we have the native officials, we intend to support them, and to 
punish even such men as Tseng-kwo-Fan when they would 
thwart their Imperial Master and injure foreigners. At present 
(as we learnt from Peh and Muh when our prisoners at Can- 
ton, in 1857), Tartar officers do not know how to act—they 
would deal reasonably with Westerns if they could, but the native 
officigls—the mushrooms, who often spring from the cowherds of 
the land, and are utterly wanting in generous attributes—will 
not permit them. 

To revert to the present crisis. Nothing could be better than 
the suggestion of The Times correspondent in August last. I 
quote it :—“ The occupation of Tientsin would be a wise prelimi- 
nary, and then the dictation of such terms—humane, but stern— 
as shall convince the Chinese that foreign life and property must 
be respected. Even if the Central Government be willing to yield 
all demands, it is doubtful whether it would have power to enforce 
them, in face of Tseng-kwo-Fan’s disapproval. The populace and 
soldiery, who have becn thoroughly excited against foreigners, and 
are identified in the outbreak, will not submit unless under pres- 
sure of foreign force. It may be that the force which the French 
Admiral has already at hand will suffice; but he could hardly 
land sufficient men to make sure of his ground; and the imme- 
diate effect of any reverse might be disastrous at other Treaty 
Ports.” If Tientsin were in our hands, the fact would soon be 
known throughout those sections of the Empire in which foreign- 
ers reside and have interests, and would have far more effect in 
restraining the sauciness of the populace than any such demon- 
stration as Dr. Thin would make with hybrid gunboats. From 
all appearances, however, the French are not likely to take 
possession of Tientsin before next month, if, indeed, they take it 
at all; and should that be the case there should be no two thoughts 
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in regard to what is England’s mission. At once we should send 
4,000 marines (the number given to Admiral Seymour to take and 
hold Canton) by way of the Suez Canal, so that they might arrive 
in the Peiho early in February, just as the river gets clear of ice, 
and entry on the Taku Forts would bea work of no great diffi- 
culty. Arrived at that point, Mr. Wade should be instructed to 
enter on negotiations for a quict rendition of the city of Tientsin, 
aud permission to hold it under a species of mixed Government 
for a period to be measured by future circumstances. Short, sharp, 
and decisive should be the action ; and, if need be, fight first and 
negotiate afterwards. When China made her last treaty with us 
she undertook to protect our countrymen. This she has not done, 
and now we must take care of ourselves. As to what the French 
may do, that is another affair. We ought not to identify our- 
selyes with them, it being quite an open question with me and 
many other old residents whether the amity of the French in 
China is not more injurious than the opposition of the native 
magnates. What France has reaped and is reaping in China is 
only the result of what she has sown, andI cannot do better in 
closing this letter than beg of you to print as a rider the follow- 
ing passage from the Rev. Arthur Moule’s recent publication, 
Four Hundred Millions :— 

“ Neither are we left in doubt es to the nature of some, at least 
of these 800,000 Roman Catholic Christians. Undcr the title ‘ Mis 
sionary Mistakes in China,’ the Pall Mall Gazette exposes and con- 
demns, in the most unequivocal manner, some of the recent proceedings 
of the Jesuits. Speaking of the accounts received from Thibct, Corea, 
Japan, and China, of persccutions and martyrdoms, the writer asks 
whether the uniformity of the phenomenon may not indicate a corre- 
sponding uniformity of the cause. He then describes the proceedings 
of Monsignor Faurie, Vicar-Apostolic of Kwei-Scheou, in Hupeh, 
which strikingly correborate the opinion of the Supreme Court Gazette 
respecting Jesuit missions. Their ayents arc nen of exemplary piety 
and devotion ; their influence is deservedly groat! How, then, docs 
Monsignor Faurie, a servant of the meek and lowly Jesus, comport 
himself? He describes himself as exercising the power of life and death, 
of imprisening and setting free, of making peace and declaring war, 
He moves about the country with the ceremony of a viceroy. Besides 
cannon announcing the mighty guard, each time he left his. house or 
re-entered three rounds of cannon announced the fact. ‘I always eat 
alone,’ he says; ‘the principal chiefs, in full dress, stand round the table 
to serve me, while musicians at the door commence their harmony.’ 
Now, what do we learn from such proceedings? We learn, first, the 
cause of Governmental und official persccution ; for what can tho offi- 
cials surmise from such arrogance but that Christianity is a foreign po- 
litical agency ? and secondly, we learn the cause of large numbers of 
the natives becoming Roman Catholics ; for, surcly, such potent foreign- 
ers can prvtect from extortion, and succour in lawsuits. Accordingly 
we find that thousands of villayers, noticing Monsiznor Faurie’s pomp 
and power, seeing also a comet in the sky predicting the downfall of 
the dynasty, concluding that the Empire was passing into the hands of 
the Christians, offcred themselves as cun:lidutes for baptism: whole vil- 
lages, whose only pretension was the fact of their having learnt to make 
the sign of the crocs, came forward to cnireat the bishop’s blessing.” 

Nothing would be so calculated to make provincial autho- 
rities fecl our power on an emergency as the seizure of their Cus- 
tom-houses, their gunboats, and their arsenals, and we have always 
a sufliciency of naval power on the spot for this at any particular 
port.—I am, &c., Tav.

THE KOREA.* 

Nothing is wanting for the advancement of the country but the 
stimulus and guidance of Western religion and civilisation. It 
ought to be opened to European intercourse ; it is the only coun- 
try of any importance which remains closed against us. One 
party says we have no right to force ourselves upon an unwilling 
people, another that the Koreans are happy as they are, while a 
third looks partly at the evils and partly at the expenses of war. 
It strikes me that mankind have common interests in each other, 
and dutics towards one another, and that it is the duty of the 
strong to help the weak, the intelligent the ignorant, and the 
civilised those who are lower in the scale of advancement. Hence, 
I believe it is at once the duty and privilege of such countries as 
Great Britain and America to lead the van and use the power 
God has given them to open up countries which are stupidly 
and ipnorantly closed against them like Korea. War is 
a terrible evil in every aspect, but it seems a condition of 
progress in this fallen world, and in view of the advantages, 
moral, intellectual, and spiritual, which would accrue to a 

eople brought into full contact with the blaze of true civil- 
isation, the cost would be immeasurably counterbalanced. But 
the opening up of this country might be effected without war. 
Representations of such a character might be made through the 
Chinese Government as would, perhaps, accomplish the object ; 
or negotiations might be entered into directly with the annual 
Korean embassy at Peking ; or if diplomacy failed a resource still 
remains which might obviate any great loss of life, if not bloodshed 
altogether. Leta large force, naval and military, which clearly, in 
the eyes of the Koreans themselves, would be irresistible, appear 
at their capital, explain our motives, and demand such concessions 
as are consistent with natural justice. Let it be seen that we 
are in earnest, and let such arrangements be made as would secure 
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peace until the natives had discerned our true motives and the 
advantages of dealing with us, and then intercourse would go on 
of its own accord. This, of course, would entail some expense, 
though not so much ag appears at first sight ; for it is just about 
as cheap to keep our ships on dutyas laid upin idleness or stationed 
in unimportant quarters ; and then the profit would soon appear in 
the shape of increased demands for our manufactures. A little addi- 
tional outlay is a poor excuse for neglecting such an undertaking, 
and sad will it be for Great Britain if the day comes when charges 
of this kind will weigh against deeds of bead ery and philan- 
thropy. If Prussia wishes territory in the t, Korea is in- 
finitely preferable to Formosa.

A Voyage Round the World. By the Marquia De Beauvoir. 
London: Juhn Murray. 

The work, of which the above is the title, isin two volumes, the 
first being devoted entirely to Australia, while the second treats 
of travels in Java, Siam, and Canton. Passing to the second 
volume, we find the party who accompanied the author landing at 
Batavia, favourably impressed with their first sight of the Dutch 
dependency. After a description, both amusing and instructive, 
of the numerous races which combine to make up the population 
of the capital, the reader is treated to a trip into the interior of 
the country and to graphic accounts of the daily life of the petty 
potentates who govern the various districts, with episodes descrip- 
tive of Javanese domestic ceremonies, such as weddings and 
funerals. During his progress through the country the Marquis 
has not failed to perceive the miserable results which have arisen 
from the mistaken policy hitherto pursued by the Dutch Govern- 
ment with reference to commerce and native labour, and he is 
unsparing in denunciations of the course of action that has inter- 
posed so great a check in the way of progress and competition 
with other countries. A belief is expressed that the completion 
of the railway will effect a great change for the better, not only 
by opening up districts now comparatively inaccessible, but by 
releasing for more useful employment the large number of the in- 
habitants now engaged solely in the work of transporting produce. 
The author sums up his remarks in the following passage :— 

It is a melancholy fact that no particle of the revenues has heen ap- 
propriated to the moral improvement of the people. The excellence of 
the cultivation, the bustle of an active population, even the instinctive 
lightheartedress of an indigenous race born in slavery and having no 
hatred for it—all would have given me the idea of an earthly paradise, 
if the respect shown to white men had not, by its abject servility, re- 
called to mind the ignoble dependence of the conquered race, a hu- 
mility and an indifference which have been grafted upon a people that 
was formerly proud, and is still intelligent and industrious. The result 
of three centuries of European influence seems to have been to lower— 
and to lower greatly—the Javanese people in the scale of civilisation. 
T should like to sce in the beautiful fields of Java these strong men 
working for themselves and their families, not for the treasury of the 
Home Government. 

Leaving Java the party continue their journey to Singapore. 
The most interesting feature of the visit to this place is an ac- 
count of the Chinese quarter, and the many peculiarities of Celes- 
tial manners and customs displayed therein. Siam is next reached, 
where the arrival of an Orleanist prince—who was a member 
of the party—was the occasion of much trouble to the prime 
minister, who, desirous of doing honour to the strangers, was at 
the same time tormented with apprehensions lest the fact of s0 
doing might call forth the displeasure of the French Government. 
In the end, however, Siamese politeness carried the day, and a 
most hospitable reception was accorded to the travellers. For 
this the author has not been ungrateful, and has little but praise 
to bestow upon the manner in which the public affairs of the 
country are conducted. The only obstacles in the path of pros- 
perity appear to be the Government monopoly of the suitierst anil 
> Aico asl wealth, and the fear of European influence, The 

arquis appears to have been considerably scandalised by the 
behaviour of his countrymen settled in Bangkok, of whom he says, 

You must come to this end of the world to find anything like it; 
with some few exceptions, a crowd of adventurers and bankrupts, who 
dispute for the melancholy honour of cheating the King. One will sell 
false jewels from Paris, another escapes here from his creditors at Ma- 
nila or Shanghai, another, while lodged here at the King’s expense, will 
none the less charge his Government with lodging expenses at the rate 
of £480 a-year. 

The remainder of the volume is oocupied with experiences of 
Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao, and the author uses all his 
powers of rhetoric and forcible a ent—and they are not 
small—ayainst the coolie trade corte! on in the Portugese settle- 
ment. The results of what must have been a very careful study 
of Chinese character may be summed up in the following extract 
from the concluding pages of the work :— 

When the lowe-t coolie can, by devoting himeelf to literary work, 
obtain the mandarin’s button, how ie it that the officials chosen by free 
competition become guch merciless despots, venal and unjust—ill-treat- 
ing the people from whom they sprang only yesterday? The Chinese 
has no religion ; he worships only his own intcrests, and is consequently 
the victiin of blind superstition and adoration for the spirite who are 
Supposed to preside over wealth. Alloxtremes meet ; coffins are adorned 
and venerated, and the new-born infant is killed without ecruple, Merit 
13 sought in caligraphy, not in ideas. How can there be any growth of 
thought in a country where a clever man’s whole life is spent 5S learn- 
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ing the alphabct? The rcsalt is that ninety-nine hundredths of the 
population are unacquainted with half the signs which express ideas, 
and that they cannot understand the language of those. who study for 
themsclves an‘ not fur the sake of imparting knowledge. The great 
scholara paas theie lives brush in hand, endeavouring to trace with ele- 
gance on a p:rous brick pious sentences which will be unintelligible ta 
the common people, and which, dazzling in gold on their pagodas, have 
no meaning in the minds of their worshippers. Their literature is no- 
thing but a stroke of the brush, and the Chinaman far advaneed in ma- 
terial progress remains raea'd backward in the field of thought, 

In conclusion, we can heartily recommend a thorough perusal 
of the book, which has merits peculiarly its own, and far beyond 
the usual run of works upon travel. The author must be congra- 
tulated, among other things, upon his perfect mastery of the Eng- 
lish language ; scarcely a trace of foreign idiom, and not a single 
error in grammatic construction have we been able to detect. It 
is to be hoped that the present volumes will be followed by 
further records from the same pen of the habits and manners of 
foreign nations. 





At the last mecting ofthe Asiatic Society a paper was read by Mr, A. 
Wylie, “On an Ancient Buddhist Inscription at Keu-yuog-kwan, in 
North China,” found about five miles north of the entrance of the 
Nankow Pass, on a limestone archway, covered with mythological and 
symbolic sculptures of obviously Indian origin, and supposed to have 
been the basement story of a pazoda. It covers the greater part of the 
inner facing of the structure on both sides, from the basement to the spring 
of the arch. Two of the parts are inscribed in horizontal lines at the top in 
antique Devanagari and Tibetan characters respectively ; below these are 
four compartments, inscribe respectively in Mongol (that form known 
as the Bashpah alphabet), Ouigour, Neuchil and Chinese characters, all 
in vertical lines. A comparison of the parts showed that they were 
transcripts of a Sanskrit original, restored by means of a close compa- 
rison with the Chinese portion. A firm ground was thus gained froin 
which to determine the exact equivalents of the Sanskrit sounds in the 
other languages. Tbe most important transcript fs that in the Neuchih 
character. Although the name of this writing is not unknown to 
Orientalists, yet beyond the name few facts have been gathered ; an‘l 
Mr. Wyliec’s inscription isthe only piece yet discovered in which there 
is any clue to the powers of the charactors ; but there are hardly any 
of them in this transcript the sounds of which he thinks he has not 
ascertained. The number of signs given by him are eighty-one, pro- 
bably but a small portion of the Neuchih syllabary, as the simple sounds 
of the Sanksrit alphabet would hardly exhaust the vocables of the Neu- 
chih language. At the end of each of the transcripts of the Sanskrit 
original there are some lines in a smaller sized character; and, as in 
the Chinese, Tibetan, and Mongol portions, they contain pieces of com- 
positions in those languages, not mere transcripts of foreign signs, Mr. 
Wylie concludes that the small-sized Neuchih is a real specimen of the 
Neuchih language, by which the philological value of the Inscription 
would of course be enhanced. 

The November number of The Phenix fully maintains the reputation 
of its predecessors. Mr. Carroll contributes another of his intcresting 
tales of Chinese life; the Literature and Religion of the Buddhists is 
the first of a valuable series of papers by Mr. Brian H. Hodgson ; 
and Mr. H. H. Howarth furnishes a capital description of the Cal- 
mucks. Mr. MePherson’s Note on the Manufacture of Brick Tea is 
evidently the production of a practical man, and affords the editor @ 
good opportunity of requesting similar contributions from readers in the 
interior of China, so that he may be enabled to collect the materials fur 
ap extended account of the whole subject of tea cultivation and prepara- 
tion. The Chinese Theory of Medicine is full of information, and is 
perhaps the most suggestive paper in the number.

Wlonetary and Commercial, 








In reference to the notice in our last issue as to the affairs of 
the Commercial Bank of India, the amount paid to oreditors was, 
17s., not 15s.; the amount called up £10, not £15; and the 
amount paid off the loan of £15,000 on the property at Shanghaé 
£11,000, leaving £4,000 unpaid. As our statement that a further 
call would be made has created some alarm amongst the sha.e- 
holders, we may mention that it will not be made for some 
months, as it greatly depends on the yield of the eall of £10, 
which is not finally exhausted. 


The large parcel of Mexican Dollars referred to in our last as 
having been shipped on board the steamer Jematiia at New York,

was received in London on Friday last. Since the time when the 
heavy amount paid by the Chinese in Sycee silver, as and oeaniey 
for the war, was received, no train as heavily loaded wit 
precious metal has reached London as that which brought the 
parcel referred to. It consisted of a special train of thirteen 
covered goods waggons with chests containing seventy-four tons 
of Mexican dollars, valuc nearly half a million sterling. The 
chests were duly checked off by the bill of lading, and the specie 
was cleared out of the station within three hours of its arrival. 
The procession to the Bank‘of England consisted of three detach- 
ments of goods vans of six each. Consigments of from six to 
twelve tons of silver are not unusual on this line, but one of 
seventy-four is unprecedented, excepting the China payments. 

There have been a good many transactions in war risks on ac- 
count of the possible danger of a Russian war. The premiums 
are from 5s. upwards, 10s. being taken on sailing ships from 
India, China and Japan, and Russian ships are hardly insurable 
against war contingencies at all. The eonenaeens? of a war is thus 
estimated very highly, but the estimated risk on English ships is 
not considered very great. As to any apprehension of Russo- 
American Alabamas, the notion is that there will be no immediate 
danger of their appearance at the outbreak of a war, as they must 
take some time to prepare ; and that if they do appear, the danger 
of their depredations cannot be so formidable to our mercantile 
navy as it was to the American. 

The Crown Agents have sold bills on Ceylon for last mail to 
the extent of £40,000. 


The following on India and China Exchange Banks {s from the 
Economist :—“The India Banks, in their dealings in Exchange, 
of course, make their profit out of the difference between the price 
or rate at which they buy Bills on Europe (chiefly Great Britain) 
and the price or rate at which they sell their own Drafts on 
their own head offices or correspondents. If, for example, good 
Document or Credit Bills can be bought at (say) 234d., the Bank 
ought to be able to‘sell its own Drafts at a profit of between|? and 
4 per cent.—that is to say at 23d. to 224d. In other words, the 
Bank ought to’sell its own rupees for (say) 234d. and buy them 
back again for 23d. or 223d.”

and if we combine Hong Kong and Great Britain, we find, as 
above, a growth of the imports into China from 83 millions in 
1864-6 to 123 milions in 1867-9—or equal to 60 per cent.—the 
exports from China to these places remaining stationary at 13} 
millions. The imports from the United States into China are 
under half-a-million, but the direct exports to the United States 
from China were 2} millions, and hence that profitable triangular 
trade by which New York and Philadelphia adjust their China 
indebtedness through the medium of English credits ; paying for 


the tea and silk reeeived in Ameria by cotton and grain consigned 
to England. 


The submersion of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Com- 
pany’s duplicate cable between Malta and Egypt has been 
completed. In view of the political events now transpiring, 
the importance of such a multiplication of the facilities for 
submarine telegraphic intercourse between England and India 
can hardly be overrated. Of the alternative lines it must 
be borne in mind that one—that of Siemens—takes an over- 
land route through Prussia, Russia, and Persia, while the other— 
the old Indo-European—passes through Turkey in Europe and 
Asia Minor. Both of them would, in the event of war, be exposed 
to danger at many points ; and, as respects the first of the two, 
the inviolability of private messages which has been guaranteed 
by its convention rests on no more seoure basis than the faith of a 
Government which, on a much more momentous question, has 
just shown its utter contempt for the most solemn engagements 
when their execution happens, in its opinion, to be inconvenient. 

We take the following from the Moscow Gazette :— 

In consequence of a direct steamboat communication having been 
established between India, China, and Russia, via the Suez Canal, we 
hear that in the coming year a commission-house is to be organised at 
Odessa by Messrs. Cazalet,a St. Petersburg firm. The Odessa steamcrs 
will load at Bombay (cotton, &c.) in January, and at Hankow (tea) in 
May, 1871. It is supposed that as the railway tariff will be decreased, 
the through rate of cotton from Odcssa to Moscow will be 60 to 70 co- 
pecks per Russian pood. Although the South of Russia, rich in wool, 
has actually no cloth factories, it is expected, should cotton be landed 
cheap at Odessa, that cotton mills will be founded in that town. Be- 
sides standing in direct relations with the Icading houses in India and 
China, it 1s ee to be the intention of the firm to introduce manu- 
factaved articles of Northern and Central Russia into more goneral we 
in Southern, or so called New Russia, in lieu of foreign . 
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The amount of bullion by the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Poonah, from Southampton on the 26ch inst., was in gold, to 
Alexandria, £10,350 ; to Madras, £100 ; total in gold, £10,450.

TEA. 

Since our report of the 18th Instant the market has been quiet, and 
merchants have shown more disposition to realise, even at a slight de- 
cline. This remark must only be applied, however, to the common and 
medium grades ; better descriptions, being in short supply, are held 
firmly. About 8,000, chiefly boxes, sold by auction slightly over pri- 
vate contract prices. aie 


The market has been very dull since the ‘‘ Rassian question ” has 
arisen to disquiet mercantile affairs, and although, owing to the firm- 
neas of importers, who do not offer their Bilks, prices are nominally 
unchanged, atill the tendency of the market is to easier rates, and any 
considerable business would have to be done at alight reduction. 
Deliveries continue good, viz., from Ist to 28rd inst., 1,807 bales 
China, 323 Japan, 493 Canton,and 241 Bengal ; total, 2,864 bales. 

COFFEE. 

A considerable quantity of Plantation Ceylon has been placed upon 
offer at the public sales, for which no active enquiry was manifeated, 
and the business done has been for the most part at prices which show 
a decline of 1s. per cwt. upon our last quotations. Native Ceylon 
has been in limited request, but no great quantity having been brought 
forward prices are maintained. The Jast rates paid were Plantation 
triage and ordinary, 383. to 62s. Od.; small dull to coloury, 52s. 6d. to 
59a,, low middling grey to middling dull 57s. 6d. to 608., bold ditto 
61s. to 68s. 6d., middling coloury 60s. 6d. to 653. Gd., good to fine mid- 
dling 663. to 70s. 6d., bold 74s. to 763., Readers 703. to 763. Native 
Ceylon, small 44s., fine ordinary 508. 6d. to 51a, bold 53s, 6d., pea- 
berry 548. 6d. 

In other East India kinds we note sales of 537 bags brownish Manila 
at 51s. to 51s. 6d.,and 69 bags Singapore at 48s. mixed, at 42s. per cwt. 

The landings continue large, and are nearly 400 tons larger than 
last year, but as the deliveries are 580 tons more, the surplus 
in the stock is slightly reduced. The quantity of Ceylon Coffee 
afloat for Great Britain is estimated os follows :— Plantation, 70,992 
ewt., against 73,8380 cwt. at the corresponding date of 1869; Na- 
tive, 4,159 ewt., against 20,804 cwt. The quantity afloat for the 
Continent is 2,402 cwt.

Native, against cwt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the forty- 
six weeks ended Nov. 19, 1870, was, of Ceylon, 38,877 tons, against 
87,422 tons during the corresponding period of 1869; of all descrip- 
tions, 67,018 tons, against 66,013 tons. The quantity entered for home 
eonsumption was, of Ceylon, 9,231 tons, against 9,781 tons; of all de- 
scriptions, 16,830 tons, against 17,127 tons. The ered exported 
was, of Ceylon, 27,519 tons, against 24,822 tons; of all descriptions, 
45,534 tons, against 42,829 tons. The stock on Nov. 19 was, of Cey- 


lon, 15,991 tons, against 13,814 tons; of all descriptions, 28,868 tons,

SUGAR. 

The market exhibits a further improvement, there being a good de- 
mand for all descriptions; prices exhibit an advance of 6d. per cwt. 
upon our last quotations, and at the close evince a tendency towards 
further rise.

The landings for the week are larger than for several weeks past, 
consisting chiefly of 2,000 tons Manila and 800 tons Beetroot, and are 
2,400 tona in excess of last year. The deliveries for home use show 
some falling off, but as a similar decrease took place last year, they 
are still 1,000 tons in excess of 1869; the exports are 200 tons larger, 
and the deficiency in the stock is now only 1,800 tons.

About 15,900 half-chests Japans have 
also found buyers, nearly all of old crop, leaving very few unsold of this 
description in first hands. For Oolongs the demand noted in our Jast 
still continues, with sales and resales, to the extent of 20,300 packages 
during the fortnight. Of these about 8,000 are to arrive, sail include 
the Tamsui kinds, ex Kelso, with some additional parcels Amoy goods, 
ex Devana. Further sales of New Blacks to arrive have probably been 
made, particulars of which do not transpire. The market closes very 
firm for this class of tea, at prices fully sustaining the advance pre- 
viously noted.

The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 9,866,167 lbs. ; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 51,569,808 lbs. Subtracting from this total the ex- 
ports from Jan. 1 to Nov. 2, 5,197,554 Ibs., and the withdrawals for 
home consumption during that period, 31,568,508 Ibs., there remains a 
total of 14,803,746 lbs., representing the stock on the last-named date. 
The receipts from Oct. 19 to Nov. 2 amounted to 158,189 lbs.; the 
withdrawals for home consumption to 816,876 lbs. ; and the exports 
to 108,737 lbs.
